THE AWFUL CALAMITY IN 

JAVA. 

CITIES DESTROYED - THOUSANDS OF 
LIVES LOST- 

A Soono of Sosolatloa and Ifisdry. 

Further parliculara of the great vulcanic 

erupliuti in .Java, which have just reached 

London from Batavia, show that the dis- 
aster iva.s uv,ui 111, ire widespread and more 
disastrous than reiiorled in yeslerday's 
ailvicea. At noon to day the eruptions 
and -shocks were su pjioaed tu have reached 
their height, but late in the afternoon and 
evening thu violence of tlie disturbance 
siiddeidy increased and the island seemed 
to lie about to he completely hurled in tire 
ami auliihiir,iiis aabcH. .-\t the aaiuo tune 
enormous waves began tu ilisli with greiit 
force upon Ihe hIio|-i\ coining in aoiiie 
places far up into the interior (beat 
chasiua opened in the earth and threat- 
ened to engulf n birge pritportiuti uf the 
people and buildings. 

.-\buut ini,liiiglit the luust frightful 
scene uf all took place. Suddenly an en- 
oriiiuua luniiuuuj cloud formed over thu 
Kaiidang range of nionntaiim, which .akirt 
the biiutheaat aide of the island. This 
t'luiid gradually increased in siice until it 
formed a canopy of Inrid red and whitish 
gray, over a wide o.xtont uf territory. Dur- 
ing tliia time the oruptiotis increased, and 
atreania of lava |i,iiired iiiceaaaiit ly down 
the aidea uf the iiioiintauia inl,i the val- 
leys, sweeping overytliiiig before them. 
Here and there a slreaui of Invii Wuuld 
enter an arm of the aeu, or eoiiiu in con- 
tact with the water of a river. Then 

Ihe ilicaiiileaceiit lava would suddenly 
pr,,diici' a hulling heal anil vapor w, ,11111 
arise, but the Hiipeilicial c,,iis,,l iilal ion 
lluit almost iiiataiitl)' uiuili.'il would jiro- 
veiit any furllier contact with the water. 
The tiasui'ca that epeiied in tins lliiii crust 
lis it aolidilied on the stream of lava, 
eiiiitleda torrent of vapor extending high 
in the air, and milking trenieiubius aeeth 
lug aouii'l, as if a tliouamiil bicomutives 
were si m ii li iiiei nisly letting oil' steam. 

Here and there in thu liivii streams 
were iiiniiiiirrahle thin iihito crystal fold- 
apaia, arniiiged in trains one behind an 
other ill thu direction of the flow uf ihe 
current, and " the folspathic spherubleH 
were rapidly funned in the vitreous mat- 
ters resembling those which tunii in the 
.slag of glass fiirnaceH. 

die of the most singular freaks of the 
eruption was the carrying in the midst of 
inoltoii lava of a bed uf solid ice uf oii- 
ormima .si/.e, which had been emitted 
fruiii one of the criiters. It Wsia carried 
along hy the current and landed on the 
extremity of roiiit St. Nicholas at the 
I'.urilicast curlier ,'f the island. This bed 
of i e waa siirroiiiideil by ii thick envelop 
oi siiiiil ami 8i;,>rin', which are iioii-coii- 
diictora of heat. It is aiipposed that this 
ice had formed the crust of some subtur- 
rancan lake. 

:Vbuiit 'J o' clock on Miiiiibiy morning 
the great chniil auddeiily br,,k,,- into aiiiall 
sccti'ina ami ([iiickly vaiiialic'il . At the 
same time frightful ruiiihliiiga were heard 
and the columns of tire aiidaineke over the 
s,>uth-eiist corner of the ialaiid ceased to 
ascend, while the criiter.i in the uthor 
parts uf .1 ava Heeiiied to open their tiery 
thruala still wider tu let cut the greatest 
iiuantily of lava, rocks, pumice aiul ashes 
yet vomited forth. Thu hissing of the 
sea became an loud as to bo alinoat deaf- 
ening and the waves dashed upon the 
shore tu an uiiprocedeiitcj height. 

NS'ben dayliulit came it was seen that 
an cnurniuiis iiact of laud had disappear- 
ud exteiiiling fri'iii I'oiiit Capucin on the 
aoulb to Negory Pafazeraiiuiig the north 
and west. This was a luiv point covering 
an extent uf territory iilmiit tifly miles 
Hipiare. In this were situate, i the villages 
uf ix'egory and Negery Ibihinvang. N,)iie 
of the peoide inhabit inii these places ur 
the nations scattered sparsely tlirougli the 
forests on the plains escaped death. 
Th la section of the island waa not so 
densely po[iuhitod as other purtluna and 
the loss of life was cunipariitively small, 
although it must have uggretntod fully 16,- 
0(K) aouls. 

The entirt! Kaiiilaii!,' range uf iiioiiii 
taiiia e.\leiiiliiig ahnig ilie east in a semi- 
circle fur ahuiit si.viy-livi' miles, dis.ip- 
pearo'l fr,iiii sight. 'Hi* waters of 

\Veleoini,- liay, the .Suiiihl straits and Pel) 
per bay mi each side, and the Indian 
ocean at the .south, then rushed in and 
funned an area of turbulent waters. 
Hero anil tlieie peaks ,'f I'r.it'-rs were ex- 
posed for a iiiuiiu'iit by the receding of 
the great wave, and occasimially a piitf of 
hruwnish-grey ainuke or u light shower of 
rucks showed that the volcanoes still con 
tinned ill Ill-live eruption. The debris 
uf the siiliiiierg"tl ami ileal r,'yed buildiiigH 
was tossed hillier ami lliitlier on tlie 
Water, the ,iiily sign left that there had 
been inhabited land tin-re.

LoNnON, Aug. "Jit. — The Uteat advices 
fruin Matavia, the capital uf Java, show 

that the Vulcanic eruptions uii that ial.md 
are niiieli iiiuie s, -i nula I hall at lir.st indi- 
cated. Much of the loirLheni ])'irtioii of 
the island was cuveruil with fureals, which 
were soon in one great hla/e. The red- 
hut Vomitings froni the craters had wet 
the Ireua on tiro and the giants of the 
wi'oda fell one after iiiiullior like au many 
aheavoH of wheat before a gale. As the 
erii|it |oii» incre.ised in freipienoy and viu- 
Icnce the diaturhancc of the watera aur- 
rounding the barren cuaat boeaine more 
and iiiurrt violent. Hero the waves 
ruabed in terrihc furce up the sleep, rock y 
incline, breaking upuii the overhanging 
crags and receding rapiilly, leaving a 
lava How cuulcil at the inuiueiit when it 
waa about tu fall over a pre.ci pice and 
there reinaiiiiiig, ,piickly hardened by 
contact vvilh the waier and forming a dis- 
tinct Htrata uf black and bright purple and 
br,,wu, all tlir,iwii ah,, lit in the niuat 
eccentric niaiiiier, while luigii peaks uf 
basalt rose at freipieiit intervals. Three 
waves came rtheliiiing over a marshy plain 
along the she re, suddenly hacked, and swept 
away almost ovury vestige of the wlmle 
hamlet. A aocoiid before it had bfien a 
biislliiig village. The aiirruundiiig cuuii- 
I ry which but a few h,iurs before was 
covered with ll, m i islii iig plantations of 
ciU'ee, rice, sugar, iiidlgu or t,)l)acco, the 
staples of the laud, were now but mud, 
atones and lava, a liebl of destruction and 
ruin. Nut a single crop in ,(ava will bo 
saved. ;\t the entrnncu of Hataviu was a 
large group of houses, extending iduiig 
the fdiure and occupii-il by Chinamen. 
Tliia part of the cily w:ia entirely swept 
away and of the '.^.0,(1(10 Chinese who lived 
in this Bwaiiipy plain i; is hardly prubablc 
that more than TitjOO managed to save 
their Uvea. They stuck to their homes 
till the wavea came lhat washed them 
away, fearing the turreiits uf llainca and 
hiVii of the interior lunro than the flood of 
water. 

LU.SS ov UFK. 

Of 3,500 Europeans and Amerieans in 
Batavia, perhaps 800 have perished. It 

Ih impoasihle lo make any eatiiiiatu of the 
i;ie:it jiccii iii.'iry l"ss, Anjcr, tJu; I'^iiro- 
pciiii and .Vmei icaii nuarler,was lirstuvor- 
whelnied by rucks, nuid and lava from the 



crater and then the waters came up and 
swallowed the ruins, leaving nothing tu 
mark the site nnd causing the less of 
Boniewhere in the neighborhood of 200 

lives of the inhabitantti and those who 

had tried to find a ref age there. Haiilaiii, 
once a prosperoiia native city, but |)racti- 
cally abandoned by Europeans many 
years ago, was entirely euvercd by water, 
and there must li.ive bi--n fnun 1,L'U0 to 
1,500 people drowned tiiero. The island 
of Zenind,juHt utl' the coast, was complete- 
ly inundaied and nut a soul remains <in 
it tu tell the tale of ilisaster and dcilli. 
At Cherelnn thero was in, great Ih.ud ,if 
watera, but the loss ,if life and property 
by the falling of rucks ami the tlow of 
lava must have been coiiauli-rahle. liuet 
enziuy sullerod very severely, as did Saiii- 
araiig, (<ug, Lakerta, Suurakerta and 
Soiirb.iya, while the nieiu r ^ reports frum 
the lesser towns iiulie.ite tli iL their loss 
was as great in pC'porl i, ui. The "Thous- 
and '1 emplos" at Kraiubaiiau were much 
damaged, and -.-lonie of tbuni destroyed. 
Some of the dmiies uf the iiuleil temple of 
Horubodo wero crualied in by the huge 
falling rocks.

While there can be no accurate est incite 
fi'rined at present of lliu li,ss,,f lif,- it must 
i)e apparent, uhen it ia cuii.siilered thai 
the island has a p,ipiilat.i,>ii uf iiiure than 
LS.tKJU.OOO, that the death list will f,„,t 
far ii|i intii the thousaiids. At last ad 
vices the eruptions were continuing, al 
thiiugh their viuleiice had abated some 
what, and it is f,-aic,l thai tim eml of the 
disaster will slnnv it to iiave boon une of 
the most frightful ever kiiuwii in the iiia 
lory of the island.
